In the 
same time France reports an increase 
from 1-7S gallons to i02 gallon^. Ger- 
many from l.SO to l.t>4 and America 
from 0.84 to 1.06. 
Measured l>y the 


amount of income fuinished the gov- 
ernment, no less than :jf> per cent of the 
revenue of England is raised by duties 
_on alcoholic beverages. In the United 


States the figures are 29 per cent— 
though the actual rernrn was greater 
In 1890-1900 than that of England- 
France 19 per cent and Germany IS per 
cent In 1S99-1900 the United States 
derived an income from th5 drink tat. 
according to this report, of almost 
1200.000,000. Great Britain of almost 
$190,000.000. France of S110.000.0OO and 
Germany of §68.500.000. Thus these 
four great countries receive a revenue 
of over 95CS.OOO.OOO from the taxes on 
alcoholic .beverages alone.

that citr Dec. 23. 183O. He entered 
the navy iu 1S51 and was appointed 
an acting midshipman in 1S52. He was 
s«nt to the Naval academy, from 
which he was graduated as a mid- 
BUipman five years later and was at- 
tached to the gunboat Germantown. 
in the East India squadron, until 18450. 
when he was promoted to passed mid- 
shipman. in that year he was assign- 
ed to service on the Brooklyn. In the 
gulf squadrou. which vessel was en- 
gaged in the Chiuqui survey. 


It was not until early in 1SC1 that 


Admiral Bunce. then a lieutenant, saw 
any active service, but from that time 
tmtil the dm**- of the war of the re- 
bellion he was in many of (lie more Im- 
portant engagements, and was men- 
tioned in sixi-ial orders and received 
the i hanks of the navy department for 
brave and heroic services rendered. 


He was appointed executive officer 


of tUe IVuobscot in 1STZ. and in that 


I vessel took part in encasing the Con- 


federate batteries at Yorktown. For a 
time be did duty with the arcay. aud 
had charge of the diseiubarkineut of 
the heavy artillery and mortars for use 
iu the Latteries iu the investment of 
tliat place by General McCk-Uan. 


He took part in the skirmishes with 


Forts Fisher aud Caswell and com- 
manded a successful boat eipeditiou up 
Little river between North and South 
Carolina, destroying several schooners 
and large quantities of cotton, turpen- 
tine aud resin, towther with extensive 
salt works. For this lie was mentioned 
iu special o risers aud commended by 
the navy detriment. 


When the I'eaobscot captured the 


Robert Bruce, he was on board the 
former vessel and in recognition of his 
services was placed in charge of the 
captured ship as prize master and 
brought her to New York in November, 
1SC2. 


He served on the ships of the south 


blockading squadron and in the opera- 
tions on the Stone river in South Caro- 
lina. 
In 1SG5 be was commissioned 


lieutenant commander and operated 
with General GHmore. He commanded 
the naval part of the attack on Morris 
island July 10. 1SU3. which resulted in 
Its capture. 


Dur.ng the siege of Charleston he was 


attached to the monitor Patapsco. He 
was wounded by the explosion of a 
cartridge in an action in November. 
IStS. He served in the south Atlantic 
blockading squadron on several of the 
monitors until he was ordered north, in 
September. ISlH. to take command of 
the monitor Monadnock. He took that 
vessel from Philadelphia to San Fran- 
cisco. which was the first extended sea 
voyage ever made by a monitor. For 
this service he received the thanks of 
the nary department and was especial- 
ly recommended 10 the president for 
reward by the secretary of the navy.

that capacity." He bad taken com- 
mand of she squadron at lianipton 
Roads. Va.. hoisting his flasr on th«- 
cruiser BrookKn. 
Af»er reciting th<- 


organization of the S(n:aJ>o:i at the 
Virginia por'. he said thai he hail call- 
ed ihi- coainiaailing officers of th-r ves- 
sels const!ti;t:sg tbat squadron to- 
g-^'.iix-r. aud then he added: "Ine plan 
of campaign %as d!sci;<sed. I nut lue

footing, established pickets acd pa- 
trols and also the masking of lights." 


Admiral Sculey immediately plunged 


into the campaign by outlining at this 
point the plan v.ijich he had indicated 
to his commanding officers before 
leaving Hampton Roads. saying: "Dur- 
ing this time I explained to all the 
commanding officers that, as it would 
be impossible to contrive a plan of 
battle that vrcnid meet unforeseen 
contingencies, the genera! plan of the 
squadron would be to cruise in line of 
battle, and its general principle would 
be to attack the n<~a'l and leading ves- 
sels. concentrating the

in order, first, to obtain the moral ef- 
fect. an«l second, to throw them into 
confusion, making a victory over them 
probably very much more successful 
and complete." 


The admiral then detailed the tar- 


get practice the squadron indulged in 
daily, saying that no day was bad 
enc'.gh to prevent its continuance. He 
also said that the squadron was kept 
in readiness so far as coal, water and 
supplies were concerned. The flying 
sqi'aciron arrived at Key West on the 
17th. and on the next day he went 
ashore to pay his respects to Coaimc- 
dore Remey. after having saluted h.s 
flag. Continuing his narrative the 
admiral said: 


"While there the commodore showed 


rae a telegraphic order from ihe iicn- 
onx'oie secretary of the navy ilrecting 
me to proceed with ail dispatch io thr- 
blockade of Havana. During the time I 
was on shore, after having had my 
conference with him. there were sev- 
eral of the Cuban people resident 
there who informed me that the prov- 
ince in which Cienfuegos was situ- 
ated. and from that to the westward, 
was almost thorotigM3- occupied b\ 
Spanish troops, and that we had bet- 
ter be careful in any attempt at inter 
course. I hastened off and oa m> way 
to the ship in thf afternoon I thought 
I sai'- the New York approaching At 
aii events, wh^n I got on board, uelor- 
ra:ning to go at once off Santiago, the 
flagship had arrived and salutes weiy 
exchanged. I went oa board to pay 
my respects and also to talk over the 
situation with Admiral Sampson. 1 
foun'i that the admiral was very mnch 
worn, and necessarily so. because his 
responsibility had been very great. He 
had had great trouble in keeping his 
^••adron rogelhfr. and he appeared to 
fflo as if he was in a good deal of am- 
ir-iy. which I could readily appreclata.

Had the Vessels Coaled. 


so that at 7 or 8 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of May 19. all the ships of the 
fleet turned their backs upon Ame-n-

mander-in-chief. Admiral Sampson. At 
this point the witness quoted Admiral

In response to a r«que«t ttom Mr. 


Rayner, the admiral said tkat «M of 
the places that had be*n tr-rmimrail 
ed by Captain Cheater of ti» craUer 
Ciocinnmti. for coaling, was to tlvr 
southward of Cienruefoa. In the open 
sea. "I did not agree," he said, "that 
that would be a good place to coal, be- 
cause the condition in ordinary »e* 
would be aggravated in shoal water.** 
Admiral Schley placed his arrival off 
Cienfuegos at near midnight of Mar 
±1. 
He told of hearing gnns e*riy 


that evening while still 30 or 40 mil** 
distant from the Cuban port. The ad- 
miral said that after Inspection of LL« 
harbor he had taken a position wit* 
the fleet three or four miles out. 


"Dear Schley" Letter. 


At 9 o'clock of the evening of the 


??d the torpedo boat Dypont, the ad- 
miral said, arrived with a dispatch 
from Admiral Sampson. The dispatch 
referred to was the "Dear Schley" let- 
ter. 
Referring to this dispatch the 


witness said: "I did not remember th« 
fact until within the past few months, 
because there were duplicates of that 
let: or. but 1 now recall it from the 
faci that I sent the Scorpion to the 
eastward In obedience to tie Injunc- 
tion contained in that letter to com- 
municate with the scouts." 


The admiral said that the Hawk ar- 


rived about S o'clock on the morning 
of May 23. This vessel, hs said, had 
brought the dispatch from Admiral 
Sampson which is designated as num- 
ber eight. This Is the dispatch in 
which the commander-in-chlef notified 
the commander of the flying squadron 
that the Spanish fleet probably was 
at Santiago, and directed him, "If sat- 
isfied that they are 


.Not at Cienfuegoa, 


to proceed with all dispatch to San- 
tiago." Relating the fact of the arrival 
of the Castine and a collier on th« ~ 
2:ld. Admiral Schley- referred to his 
reported conversation with Lieutenant 
Ho»d. which, he said. "Is one of th» 
other conversations I do not remem- 
ber 
I think." he went on. "that I can 


show yon by a memorandum of Mr. 
Hood's that if he had any rerbal or- 
ders, he forgot to report them." 


Admiral Schley said that on the 


night of the 23d he had seen thre« 
horizontal lights to the eastward and 
to i he westward of the harbor at Clen- 
fuegos. In this connection he referred 
to :he fact that he had not been In- 
formed that there was any system of 
signals for communicating with the 
insurgents- He could not risk a boat 
through the surf at the time, even if 
he had. 


On the subject of coaling Admiral 


Schley said • "After we got hold of col- 
liers we were very much better fitted 
to resist shock as well as to deliver 
this coal rapidly. We had a good many 
accidents about which nc mention has 
been made, because they came after 
the period of time. One of the col- 
liers had to go to New York absolute- 
ly smashed in. The problem present- 
ed to me at Cienfuegos was to solr* 
the problem of coaling, which has dis- 
turbed the navies of the world for 50 
years. I think we accomplished this 
reasonably well under the circum- 
stances/' 


The admiral then told of his send- 


ing Captain ilcCalla ashore aud of tie 
latter's reporting, about 4 o'clock on 
the ?5U>, that the enemy was not at 
Cienfuegos. which fact ha had learned 
by communication with the Cubans on 
shore 
Tnt- order was then given for 


the squadron to sail southward. Wit- 
ness said the weather conditions on 
the night of May 24 and on May 25 
•were such as to preclude the possibil- 
ity of coaling. 


The admiral then told how, upon 


reaching a point southward from San- 
tiago about 4 or 6 o'clock on the after- 
noon of May 26. he had encountered 
the scout boat? St. Paul, Minneapolis 
and Yale, but he 


Digressed Sufficiently 


to refer to a dispatch which be men- 
tioned his intention of delaying until 
the 25th his departure from Cienfua- 
gos. which he explained was for the 
purpose of taking the Scorpion, which 
vessel had been expected back on the 
24th or 25th. He then related the In- 
cident of Captain Sigsbee's coming 
aboard the Brooklyn from the St. 
Paul and Informing him that the Span- 
ish fleet was not at Santiago. Refer- 
ring to this visit the admiral said: 
"My habit of life, not only in principal 
command of a squadron but also in 
command of a ship, was to assume 
the responsibility and to venture the 
censure of any movement that might 
justify that, but that I was never will- 
ing, under any circumstance*, to be 
a participant ID glories I would not 
divide." 


In this connection Admiral Schley 


expJained his 


Retrograde Movement, 


so-oa'led. to the westward, saying that 
DC aad aot considered Uie economical 
asptct i;f this step, as the economical 
:*• at ;res could never be taken into 
consideration in military movements- 
He had, he said, made careful inquiry 
as to the coal supply of the various 
ships, and had found It wanting. 


Admiral Schley denied that Admiral 


Cotton delivered him a dispatch from 
Admiral Sampson saying the Spanish 
a^et was at Santiago. He exonerated 
Captain MrCalia from any intention 
to do him injustice. Admiral Schley 
referred to his famous dispatch to the 
navy department, in which the charge 
>f disobedience of orders is based. He 
did not believe his message was muti- 
lated intentionally. He wrote it in 
English and directed Admiral Cotton 
to put it into code. If the orders of 
the navy department had been obeyed, 
he said, some of his men might have 
been gobbled, as the naval oflcials 
had beec misinformed as to
